THE W.AR IN EUROPE
A tuseaton from Berlin states that the extra-
ordinary demands by which France precipi-
tated the present Iuropean corflict included
n pledgoe from the Prussian Government that
no German should ascend the Spanish throne,
and a guarantee of the fulfilment of this
pledgo either in the permanent residence of a
Hohenzollern prinee at Paris as a hostage, or
the deposit of a large sum of money, or the
transfer of the Rbine provinces to Irench
keeping. It is manifest that an acceptance
of such conditiors would have involved
the humiliation of King William, and
they could only beve been demanded
for the deliberate purpose of provoking war,
Napoleon seems to beve satisfied himself that
the propitious mowert for an avenging blow
against Prussia bad &t last arrived, at a period
when the political condition of France, as
viewed from the imperinl standpoint, de-
wanded that the Lmpire should typify war
instoad of peace, lie has counted largely
upen the disconten: of Denmark, the aid of
Austria and Italy, sud the disaffection of the
newly acqnired portions of the Prussian do-
main. [t is the traditionary poliey of France
to conquer Germany by dividing her dis-
traoted nationalities, aud awakening mutual
jealonsies, When the first Napoleon wishad
Lumble Anstrie pe was careful to first
prcify Prussin, and when he launched his
thunderbolts against Prussia he was anxious
to patch np an alliance with Austria. It re-
mains to be seen wielner the present Empe-
ror, nader existing cirenmstances, can make
au equally adroit nse of the mutnal jealousies
of the two great Germanic powers. A short
time before the war clond burst, a fraternal
gathering of Austricns, Italians, and French.
men was held on the battle-field of Bol-
ferino, which was sipposed to typify an
ofticial surrender of eil old animositios, and a
cordial nnderstanding that the three nations
reprasented should stand shoulder to ghoulder
in all new Europest complications.

It is said that
the Austrian ministers bave decided to maintain
a watohful neutrality, and no official assnr-
ances of the active a:d of Italy in the present
war have been anno=ncad. The popular feel-
ing of Italy is agrizst Napoleon, despite the
asaistance he rendered in destroying Austrian
Emannel would find
it no light task to ocreate am enthusiastic
Italian wing of & Irench ariny. The Ger-
manic portion of Avstria, too, has a much
greater aversion to France than to Prossia,
and a French-Austrien alliance would be

The
pewly awakened hopes of German power and
unity have created ax ‘nvincible determination
to resist to the deatt the Napoleonicaggressor,
and to obtain guaraniees ageinst new French
disturbances of the peace of Europe as ef-
factive as those whick followed in the wake
of Waterloo. The Yrussians will fight to
